The furrow should be about 
8 inches deep below the average level of the 
land, so that the crown of the plant will be 6 
inches under the surface after the furrows 
are filled, which is not done at once, as the 
plant would be choked by too deep a cover- 
ing at first; the object in planting so deeply 
is to enable the small plough or cultivator to 
run directly over the roots to kill all weeds, 
without disturbing the crown of the root. 
The plants make slow growth the first 
year, and it is common to plant the ridge be- 
tween the rows with carrots, or peppers, or 
some other crop that does not make much 


shade. 
In the course of the first year, the repeated

always be gathered a week or ten days before 
and the time to pick them can gen- 
decided ina very simple manner. 
When the windfalls and worm-eaten speci- | 
mens that drop from the tree, have the 
appearance of ripe fruit by their color, 
mellowness and natural flavor, it is safe to 
say that it is about the right time to gather 
Pick them carefully by hand, and 
store ina dark, dry, cold place, and they 
will soon be ready for use or the market.

when thee is willing to sell Pansy, let me 
know,” or words to that effect. 
after sweeping off all the first premiums at 
the State Fairs of New York and elsewhere 
where there was a worthy competition, at last 
sold Pansy to Mr. Sharpless, and she is now 
the mistress of his choice herd on his farm 
near Philadelphia.

FRANKLIN AND THE LIGHTNING. 


The celebrated experiment of Ben Frank- 
lin, by which he demonstrated the identity 
of lightning and the common electric spark, 
was performed by him in June, 1752, at 
Philadelphia, Pa. Having made a cross-stick 
kite, he covered it with a silk handkerchief, 
instead of paper, so that it would stand rain, 
attached a tail, etc. The upper end of the 
cross had an iron point, connected by a string 
to the usual kite-cord, which was of hemp. 
To the lower end of the cord an iron key was 
attached, and to that a short length of silk 
ribbon, as a non-conductor, by which the 
kite-string could be safely held in the hand. 
On the approach of a thunder storm he pro- 
ceeded to a common near the city, and, with 
the assistance of his son, sent up the kite. 
Ere long the thunder cloud approached, the 
electricity came down the kite-string, and 
Franklin, standing under a shed, received 
the electric sparks through his knuckles, 
which he applied to the key, and charged his 
Leyden jar by putting his conductors in con- 
tact with the key. e rain then fell, which 
improved the conductivity of the kite-cord, 
and the electricity appeared in increased 
quantity. 

The news of the wonderful experiment 
rapidly spread over the world, and was exten- 
sively repeated. In France, Professor Romas 
made a kite seven feet high, with a fine wire 
interwoven in the string. The kite was 
raised ‘five hundred and fifty feet, and is 
alleged to have yielded flashes of electric fire 
In St. Petersburg, Pro- 
fessor Richman, while attempting to repeat 
Franklin’s experiments, received so heavy a 
charge of electricity that he fell dead. This 
was in 1793.
